Rule  70. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1SG7,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
iSlidie,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .Toint-stock  Company;  or 
obhemvise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu-

Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  chaTged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.

That  as  the  project  is  inseparably  connected  with 
the  regulation  of  the  Columbia  River  for  navigation 
purposes  it  was  also  referred  to  the  Department  of 
Uublic  Works  for  a report  by  the  District  Engineer. 
The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Uublic  Works  Depart- 
ment reported  on  the  11th  June.  1912,  that  Mr. 
Histrict  Engineer  .\ylmer  had  made  the  necessary
